Advice About 5eed Corn. 

Fitting the conditions of the 
present corn crop in Kentucky our 
Commissioner of Agriculture, Lu- 
cas Moore, gives the following ex- 
cellent advice as to selection of 
seed corn which, if followed, may 
save the farmer much loss: 

"In view of the sappy condition 
of corn a little precaution in regard 
to seed corn for next year may 
prove of benefit. A careful selec- 
tion should be made at once of a 
sufHcient amount of ears which 
should be placed where they will 
become thoroughly dried out. Hard 
freezing while the sap remains will 
destroy the germ and render it 
worthless for seed purposes, but 
after it lias liecomc dried it will 
withstand any temperature which 
may occur in this latitude without 
injury." 

Wheat and Live Stock. 
The condition of the wheat crop 

in Kentucky is just now a little in 
doubt because of peculiar and se- 
vere weather conditions. The 
Commissioner of .Xgriculture re- 
ports the crop average for the State 
at 94, which ia several points higher 
than at the corresponding date last 
year. The crop is divided ' into 
two distinct parts, the early and 
tlic later .\nd tlies'^ parts are dis- 
tinctly separated. The rainfall dur- 
ing October interrupted the sowing 
completely and the early wheat got 
a decided start of the later sowing. 
The question of injury by the recent 
weather is in doubt, but it is not 
expected that the crop can escape 
damage. When the freeze came 
the early crop was getting too rank 
to withstand aevere weather and 
the late sowing waa just coming up. 
The commissioner says all classes 
of live stock show ap improvement 
over condition of Deeeagbair I, 1897-
